The concerned user is extended to 
tlnee or more persons, and it is also possible temporarily to make the puIIing-dovvTi conditions 
from the account 50 into the conditions by the iogical operation (for example, logical product) ox 
all the members other than oneself or a certain group's locked position. Although explanation to

[003 6] As mentioned above, as explained in full detail, according to tliis embodiment, as one of 
the Sanctions of an on-line hmik, Mien the account 50 is made temporarily which is an accoimt 
only for paym.ent of a certain shopping and the user 1 1 who is a buyer, and the ^?ender 13 who is 
sellers apply Locke (user side Locke 51 and vender side Locke 52) mutually, the safe thing in 
which guarantee money exists and for which it pays and a means is provided becomes possible. 
Since Uie user 1 1 can. hold locked [ vvhat is necessary been just to have removed user side Locke 
51 only afl-er checking goods, and ] w4ien not pleasing, he is safe. On the other hand, in the 
vender 13, guarantee money can be secured to the aecount 50 by vender side Locke 52 
temporarily, what is necessary is just to ship goods after reservation, and it becomes possible to 
make a safe sale. If it constitutes so that the account 50 may be formed in the fmancial 
institutions 12, such as a reliable bank, temporarily, the safetj^ can be increased farther. In the 
financial institution 12, wh^ creating the acGomrt 50 temporarily i this ], a commission is 
lengthened from fee user's 11 usual account, for example. Or if it constitutes so that a 
coinmission may be lengthened /when cash m.oves by vender 13 gi^ade, it will become possible to 
secure a commission income also as the financial institution 12 which provides this eml^odiment. 
Although thi s embodiment explained the case where fbere was a deahng relation of goods 
between the user 1 1 and the vender 1 3 , if it sees from a viev^T>oint of the guarantee money 
reserv^ation v/ith high safety', this inventions, such as m.ere transfer, a loan, etc., can be applied, 
for example, also when there is no such dealing relation.
